KAR 5:OOl , Section 14(2)(a). 

5 .  There is and will contiiiue to be a demand and need for electric service in the areas 

of the City subject to the franchise, and KU desires to obtain a franchise in  accordance with the 

bidding protocol established by the City. 



6. Should KU be successful in acquiring said franchise, it will file copies thereof 

with the Commission. 

WHEREFORE, Kentucky IJtilities Company asks that the Commission enter an Order 

granting to KIJ a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to bid for and acquire a 

franchise from the City on or before April 24, 2013.

ORDINANCE NO, 13-04-1136 

AN ORDINANCE CREATING A FRANCHISE FOR THE ERECTION, 
LAYING AN’D MAINTENANCE OF ELECTRIC FACILITIES AND 
APPURTENANT FACILITIES AND EQUIPMENT IN, ALIONG AND 
ACROSS THE PUBLIC WAYS, ROADS, STREETS, ALLEYS AND 
OTHER PIJBLIC PLACES IN THE CITY OF RADCLIFF, IU3NTIJCKY: 
FOR FURNISHING AND SELLING ELECTRICITY BY MEANS OF SAID 
FACILITIES; AND PROVIDING FOR THE SALE OF SAID FRANCHISE. 

WHEFiEAS, the City of Radcliff wishes to ensure that electric service contiiiues to be furnished 

to its citizens in a reliable and efficient manner; 

WHEREAS, the City is aware that the provision of such service requires tlie continued use of 

public streets, ways, alleys and other public places; 

WHEREAS, the fiancliise granted to atid acquired by Kentucky LJtilities Company on March 

16, 1993 under which tliat utility provided such service, will expire by its terms; March 16, 2013 

WHEREAS, tlie City wishes to provide for the sale of a new franchise for the benefit af its 

citizenry, giving effect to Section 96.01 0 of tlie Kentucky Revised Statutes; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT O ~ A ~ N E I ~  as follows: 

Section 1. An exclusive fraiicliise (“Franchise”) to use the City’s public rights-of-way, as 

described in the Franchise Agreement attached to this Ordinance, is hereby created. 

Section2. Tlie Franchise created by this Ordinance sha11 be bid in accordance with the 

applicable requireinents of the Constitution of the Conmionwealth of Kentucky and Chapter 424 

of the K.entucky Revised Statutes, as well as any applicable City ordinances. 

Section 3. Tlie Franchise created by this Ordinance shall be awarded to the highest and best 

bidder as shall be deterrniiied by the City in its sole discretion. In awarding the Franchise, the 

City shall consider the technical, managerial, and financial qualifications of tlie bidder to 

perform its obligations under the Franchise. 
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Section4. Tlie winning bidder and the City shall negotiate, execute and be bound by a 

Franchise Agreement with terms ideiitical to, or substantially identical to, the Franchise 

Agreement refereiiced in Section 1 above and attached hereto, such Agreement to contain terms 

“tliat are fair and reasonable to the City, to tlie purchaser of the Franchise and to the patrons of 

the utility’’ (KRS Section 96.01 0). Such Francliise Agreement shall take effect no earlier than 90 

days after its execution, to allow the City and the wiimiiig bidder to develop appropriate 

procedures for ideiitifjfing and revietviiig tlie electric-consumiag entities within the City’s 

corporate liiiii ts. 

Section5, All ordinances or parts of ordiiiatices in conflict with the provisions of this 

Ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Section 6. Should any sectioa, clause, line, paragraph, or part of this Ordinance or the 

attached Agreement be held unconstitutional or invalid for any reason, the same not affect the 

remaiiicler of this Ordinalice or tlie attached Agreement, as applicable,
